Fine Northern Tomatoes 

To growers particularly in north- 
ern districts this variety has been a 
great boon as it has made it possible 
for them to grow tomatoes almost 
as well as those living in more fa- 
voured localities. Further improve- 
ment however Still looked for in con- 
siderable blocks of plants grown on 
trial grounds. A record of perfor- 
mance is being kept of each plant 
showing the yield of fruit for the first 
two weeks month, and total season, 
besides noting the’amount of rough 
fruit produced.
